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NURSERY STOCK, PLANT, AND SEED QUARANTINE. 

Quarantine No. 37, with regulations, promulgated on November 18, 1918, and effective on 
and after June 1, 1919, prohibits the importation of nursery stock and other plants and seeds 
from all foreign coimtries and localities, bn account of certain injm*ies insects and fungous dis- 
eases, except as provided in the regulations. Under this quarantine the following plants and 
plant products may be imported without restriction: Fruits, vegetables, cereals, and other 
plant products imported for medicinal, food, or manufacturing purposes, and field, vegetable, 
and flower seeds. The entry of the following plants for propagation is permitted under restric- 
tion: Lily bulbs, lily of the valley, narcissus, hyacinths, tulips, and crocus; stocks, cuttings, 
scions, and buds of fruits; rose stocks, including manetti, multiflora, brier rose, and rosa rugosa; 
nuts, including palm seeds; seeds of fruit, forest, ornamental, and shade trees, seeds of deciduous 
and evergreen ornamental shrubs, and seeds of hardy perennial plants. 

Other quarantines, both domestic and foreign, now in effect, are given on pages 9 and 10 of 
''Quarterly Letter of Information'' No. 29. The restrictive orders, referred to on pages 10 
and 11 of this letter, remain the same, except that on and after Jime 1, 1919, Quarantine No. 37 
wiU supersede the order relative to nm*sery stock.

NOTES ON ENTOMOLOGICAL INTERCEPTIONS. 

It will be noted from this list that what appears to be an injurious weevil {Anthommus 
rectirostris) was collected in a shipment of seeds of wild cherry {Cerasus avium) from France. 
Although no living insects were collected, fully 5 per cent of the seeds exhibited holes made by 
the adult. This weevil in Europe is known to feed in the pits of prunus and cerasus, and its 
introduction into and establishment in the United States should be prevented, if possible. 

A small shipment of Brazilian cotton seed showed a light infestation of the pink boUworm 
(Pectinophora gossypidla). This material was intercepted in Washington, D. C, and the entire 
shipment destroyed by fire. Orchids from the Straits Settlements were fomid to be infested 
with Lepidosaphes pallida^ a scale insect which attacks citrus and willow in Japan.
